The World ( according to the common definition ) con” 
tains the Heavens and the Earth, and all things therein, as 
well fimple as mixr, and ( as Moſes teſtifies Gen. 1. )- was 
made byGod. Ariftatle ſaith, it's rhe order and diſtribution 
of all things, kepr and preſerved of God, and for God, Bur 
more properly and piouſly, take it thus; KoouG 2gv 1 
To! 0Awl TaFi Te vai d\auoTunIts, uT9 Os T2141 4 ©20v 
METUNLEvN, v9.4 Sagurarſoern The World is the Ordina- 
tion and diftribution of all things, which 1s created of God,

& pulchritudine, becauſe of the cxceilenr beauty of the Hea- 
venly Bodies, as rhe Sun, Mon, #:anets, and other Starres, 
which cauſed Plato to ſay , Eyes were given to Man, to 
view the glorious and Spang'/cd C aropy of the Heavenly Vaults 
and though there are other uſes for which we have our Eyes, 
yet without queſion, this is a chiet one, as may appear alſo 
by Ovid, |

As touching the order, diſtributisn, and form of the World, 
the learned Ajtroromers have deliver'd their opinions in all 
ages, ſome ſuppoſing ( not many cenrenaries afrer the  crea- 
tion ) tnat che S#n was in the center of the World. Others 
( as Ariſtotle ) thar the Earth was the center of the Orbs, 
both ofthe 5#n., Moon, and all che orher Stays 5 according to 
which ſuppoſition, Prolemy fram'sd his Hyprtheſss, and Theorie 
of the Planetary Motions, which continued in; ule { though 
not without ſome emendarion ) till afrer the year 1500, 
bur the excecdivg faility thercof being then diſcover'd by 
the learned {opern:cas, hath ſmce adn:iniftred occaſion afrep 
a farther 
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a further ſcruriny, and more dil igent ſearch into theſe ab- 
ſtruſe and wifterious Arts, which being fince under taken by 
the renowned Hr0's of this, aud the laſt age, ( which the 
divis Vraaia enrertain'd in her Princely ſervice) have 
made ſo great a proof of rhe vericy thereof, that the greateſt 
opponents of thatrmolt alVolure Hypotheſis, are wrapt up 
( asit were ) ina labyrinth, yea and ftriken into amaze- 
ment z and indeed ſo powerfull and valid are the Geometr1- 
cell Demonſtrations, and ſo accurate and certain to repre- 
ſent the Phe19mena, and true motions of the Heavens, that 
the very neauelt Tyr, the divine Urnia imployes in her 
ſervice, can mſt eaſily and certainly tell them the errour of 
the one, and verity of the other.
